In section of '^ummary of claimed subject matter': 

In'regarding limitation (a): Figure 1 neither discloses ('application servers' nor 'user's workstation'). Applicant's citations from 
the specification and figure (i.e. Figure 1 ; page 10, lines 13 through page 1 1 , line 7) does not provide descriptions relate to claim feature of 
"performance monitor process watching network activity to and from network application servers to entry servers which is connect the end 
user's workstations. Nowhere in the citations teach the use of 'activity audit trail'. In fact, the applicant's citations (Figure 1 ; page 10, lines 
13 through page 11, line 7) teaches a network which includes communications between a BDNetManager and one or more sets of 
performance monitors and availability monitors are needed to effectively collect data on a timely basic and create a monitor log. 

In regard limitation (c), applicant fails to provide a descriptive figure which enable to support the limitation. 

In regard limitation (d), applicant fails to provide a descriptive figure which enable to support the limitation. Furthermore 
applicant's citations (i.e. page 10, lines 25 through page 1 1 , line 7) does not support claim limitation of "...determining where problem 
regarding availability exist with the network connection from the entry server". Infact, The citations (page 1 0, lines 25 through page 1 1 , line 
7) only mentions about network monitors from which pseudo messages are sent and measured for response times.
